congress to be in excess of one billion 
and six million dollars— stop a moment 
and think <>f that immense amount of 
money. H<* bus slso suggested a prac 
tieal way to reform the expenditures of 
the government that is worthy of care- 
ful consideration by the new democratic 
House. He thinks that there should be 
one committee of not less than !•"> mem- 
bers upon the expenditures of the gov- 
ernment instead of a separate committee 
for each department as it is now. 

Mr. Sayers says in advocacy of this 
change: “It is a fart which cannot be 

disputed that no single one of the sever- 
al committees upon the expenditures in 
the departments has within tlie hist 
three (’..tigresses ever investigated the 
expenditure of any department and re 
ported the result of their investigation 
to the House. In truth, these commit- 
tees have rarely ever held even a single 
sitting during any Congress and the eon- 
sequence has is-eii that nothing has re 
suited to tlie I louse from their organiza- 
tion If a general committee of !■’> were 
orgauiz hI, possessing the same dignity 
and enjoying tlie same i*owers and priv- 
ileges un the committee on Ways and 
Means mid the committee on Appropri- 
ations, it eariliot t>e doubted that such a 
committee would lie able to furni*ti the 
House witti such information and ad- 
vice as would lead to a very great re- 
duction of expenditures and a thorough 
reform in the administration of the pub- 
lic service. What do the House and 
country know of the expenditure!! un- 
der the several laws making indefinite 
appropriations’.’ The expenditures and 
methods of administration under these 
permanent appropriation acts are prac- 
tically unknown to Congress. What do 
Congress and the country know abont 
the internal administration of tlie peu 
sion office, tlie patent otlicfc and the 
bureau of internal revenue ami the sev 
eral bureaus of the war and navy de- 
partment.'” 

Mr. Sayers has another good idea too 
that should not lie overlooked. He 
thinks the House should elect a perma 
nent chairman ef the committee of the 
whole and the committee of the whole 
on the state of the Union, in speaking 
of this be said: "It has lieen a noticea- 

ble (act that these chairmen have been 
appointed by the Speaker, from time to 
time, at the instance of the gentlemen 
w hose hills w ere to he considered, and 
very often it has been the case that tlie 
rulings of such chairmen have not only 
been at variance, but have led to the 
suspicion that there was an undue lean- 
ing towards the opinion expressed by 
the gcntlcaien in charge of the particu- 
lar hill under consideration when a 
question of order has been raiseii. This 
would he obviated by electing one man 
to the position, making him independ- 
ent of the Speaker. Mr. Sayers thinks 
these two changes would result in re- 
ducing the current expenditures at least 
:t0 per cent.
